English Workingmen Looking for an In-
surection—A Lesder’'s Opuuon.

crals with Ulles and tuft bonting cau-
dudates for titles, aad that the poeople
are pow strong enough 1o seo Lhat the

1L the governmenl.
Cansing Aunxiety,

It is reported that there 18 & strong
probabulity of wn approach bLetween
the radieals and  tue  Parnellites,
sunould such & cowlunation be formed
the cabinel would @ ther bave to bow
to ita wishes or resign. The Parnellites
alone do not eontrol voles enough o
duefeat Mr, Gladstone; bat untted with
Mr. Labouchere and his associates they
could easily rule or ruin the Libenal
government.

Lend the Wullelios.,

The greatest interest i felt here in
the lubor troubles in Americs, and the
newspapers are making the most of the
subject, as & text o run down the
Ameriean republie. The news from
the coal miners of Tenncssce, the ron
workers of Homestead, and the strik-
ing switchmen of Baffalo s read with
an interest 1hat is significant, and it 1e
evident from the mutterings heard
among the crowds as they ecan the
bulletins or peruse the newspapers that
the success of a labor msurrection
America would be speedily followed
by s similar uprising in England. There
are thousands of people out of work
and desperate and ready for almost
any deed of violence without regard to
legal results. These people need but a
leader and a banner to siart & riot that
would rival tihe Parisian commune, and
that might become a revolution.

A Measure for Redress,

It is in the alleya of the east end that
these enemies of eiisting order can be
met with and listened to, for there they
foar no eavesdropping. They hold
meetings nightiy and inveigh inst
what they call the oppressionof capi-
tal, and talk of what the masses will
do when they have the upper hand.
Among the more intelhigent working
men the subject is more calmly con-
siderad.

“why American workingmen should
have to riot for their riguts when they
have the ballot and really have these
eapitalisis at their mercy it they unlr
knew it. They ought to take the rail-
ways and wlegrapt lines lor the state,
abolish or reduce the tanf! and impose
a graduated income tax. Then if the
eapitalists attempled to violate the laws
the capitalists would be the anarchists,”

Great Cyclists Reunion,
